THE SCORPION WINS IN FATAL 
FIGHT TO DEATH 


In a battle to death between a 
Bcorpion and a centipede, which will 


win? ; 


The “ question, asked for decades 
on the Mojave Desert and in Death 
Valley by prospectors who have fre- 
quently offered to wager fortunes 
has at last been decided. 

J. W. Catick, former mayor of 
San Bernardino, has witnessed the 
first fight to the death combat be- 
tween the two that is on record. It 
occurred in the Painted Hills. 

The scorpion won. The _ poison, 
apparently, of neither the scorpion 
nor the centipede, is fatal to the 
other. The scorpion made no at- 
tempt to strike with its stinger, but 
tore the centipede to pieces after 
it had at last grasped it with its 
claws and jaws. 

Catick was lifting a rock to use 
for a mining monument when he 
discovered the two creatures of the 
desert preparing for battle. They 
paid no attention ta him. Catick 
summoned W. P. Rowe, who was 
with him, to watch the ‘fatal-eombat. 

The scorpion finally fastened his 
claws about the centipede which 
then struggled to free itself, and | 
tore away the head. Both centipede 
and scorpion weresabout two inches 
long.
